(Editor’s Note: No one can remain even a short time at Hollins without in¬ 
evitably sensing the strange and poignant charm of the priceless traditions and delightful 
memories which cling undaunted by passing years to its hallowed walls. Consequently 
we of “The Spinster" staff feel that the followmg extract from John H. Latrobe md 
Uis Times 1803-1891, which with the accompanying painting by Mr. Latrobe him 
self we reprint through the courtesy of The Norman-Remington Co., cannot fail to be 
of Genuine interest to you who, in living at Hollins, have learned to glory in the rich 
heritage so essentially a part of the college we love. Thus we place= b ^>re ym, this

Cocke founded Hollins upon the same site in the honest hope that it will delight you 

as it has already delighted us).

The only record that I can find of his (John H. Latrobe’s) second courtship is in 
several letters which he wrote to his intimate friend at that time, Charles Carroll 
Harper, from Botetourt Springs (now Hollins College), Va. On August 25 he wrote. 

“Moss and myself agreed to follow the Claibornes to this place on our way to Nat¬ 
ural Bridge, and here we are today. Miss Claiborne’s pretty face and J*"* of 
pleasing manners, to say nothing of her cousin, Mrs. C formerly “Mm Kershaw of 
Carolina, may keep us some days out of our course. By the bye, I wish Miss Claiborne 
did not live in Mississippi; out of the way for a morning call. 

Under date of August 27 we find: ... . . . • 

“We have a party arranged tomorrow, if the weather ,s fair to visit the summit of 

Tinker Mountain, when I hope to aid the footsteps of the fair Miss Claiborne, who is, 
as 1 have hinted before, very pretty, very sensible and very unsophisticated, and but 
whom neither Moss nor I would have come so far south, perhaps. 

A later letter shows that he became engaged to Miss Claiborne on this memorable 
walk which occurred on the twenty-eighth of August, .832. Their first meeting was 
on August 10. 

In another letter written from Natural Bridge, Virginia, on August 30, we read: 

“My last letter was from Botetourt Springs, where I had gone upon a trip to see the 
country, and some of the results of my visit to which I am now inclined to think I am 
in a fair way to remember very pleasantly during the rest of my life. n truth. Charles, 
you will wonder and smile, too, at the narrative of the last ten days when I come to un¬ 
fold to you that part of it (the only part 1 have withheld) which isnot connected with 
the roads, the people, and the natural features of the country. This letter will get 






















to you in so short a time before I arrive myself that any curiosity that I may excite 
will not be long before it is gratified.” 

Another extract: 

“At Botetourt the Tinker Mountains terminate in front of the house. I have a 
sketch of the place to show you in my sketch book. A pleasant walk, which I shall long 
remember as connected strangely with my future destiny, was one to a graveyard, 
romantically situated on the wooded brow of the little knoll.” 

Botetourt Springs, 1832 

(From Mr. l.atrobe's Notebook) 

“They are in the great valley of Virginia. The quality of the water is the same 
as the White Sulphur water, although in a lesser degree. The arrangements of the es¬ 
tablishments are on the same cabin system, and are made with much taste and judg¬ 
ment by the proprietor, Mr. Johnson, whose fortunes are reduced to his present occu¬ 
pation, without his feelings or habits being altered with his circumstances. He still 
sits at the head of his long table, with an air, and his daughter occupies the foot. The 
conduct of the guests here is corresponding, and there is more general politeness here 
than is to be met with often at these Virginia watering places. Johnson was once made 
captive by the Indians, and you have doubtless seen or heard a narrative of his suffer¬ 
ings, which he published some years ago. The place is pretty. The country around 
is open, and the mountains that rise in all directions do not press upon you so closely 
as other places I have visited in Virginia.”

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Gullible Travels, Or Elise Elucidates 



\T SEEMS as though all of us have a peculiar liking for the sensation of trav¬ 
eling; this act of moving from one place to another has ever found favor with 
a great majority of human beings. Although we have advanced in our means 
— of transportation from a magic carpet to a twentieth century limited, yet 
human nature has remained practically at a standstill. As we rush through the country 
in a Pullman we experience the same thrill of “going somewhere” and of “seeing things” 
that was enjoyed by the dizzy passenger seated precariously upon his length of carpet.

A ship below me attracts my attention. My curiosity is aroused by the unusual 
sounds of noise coming from one corner of the deck. Here Ohven Jones is having great 
difficulty in chaperoning a crowd of young boys who are obviously enthralled with the 
performance of a middle-aged woman—(here the vision blurred for a moment; with 
a wrench I threw myself back into my credulous state)—yes, it is undoubtedly “Fuzzy” 
Weaver executing some very daring steps with the greatest finesse. Olwen deciding 
that her chaperoning is futile, walks over to a woman who seems engrossed upon some¬ 
thing in the depths of the ocean. It is the renowned scientist, Esther Roberts, who 
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is computing the minimum amount of electricity sent through a salt solution of water 
at the flip of a fish’s tail. At this juncture an officious looking person joins the group. 
She announces that she has just been elected compiling editor of the Encyclopaedia 
Hollinsica and from such a position feels that Esther’s calculations are erroneous. In 
five minutes this woman (whom I recognize as Eloise Kelly) has proved conclusively 
that a fish is incapable of flipping electricity with his tail. Esther, realizing the futility 
of her life work, slinks overboard. 1 imagined that she would have some matters to 
talk over with the fish who had so shamefully misled her, and not desiring to witness 
such a painful meeting, I cut them out of the range of the Elucidator. 

What is this person doing fighting so valiantly against the waves? It seems to be 
Rert Clary, who is within ten yards of completing her swim across the Atlantic. Stand¬ 
ing on a pier at Liverpool, I see Isabel Hancock, who has accomplished the same feat a 
few minutes earlier. She looks a trifle worn, but her face is flushed with justifiable 
pride as she gazes out soulfully over the expanse of surging waters which she has just 
covered. In a small boat alongside of the swimmer, I descry El vie Hitchings non¬ 
chalantly hammering the keys of a piano. I recognize several selections, such as “Rocked 
in the Cradle of the Deep,” “The Volga Boatman,” “She Was Just a Sailor’s Sweet¬ 
heart.” With these and similar songs of a nautical nature, Elvie was urging on Bert’s 
flagging strokes. The selections are played with consummate skill; the rocking of the 
boat does nothing more than add an ingenious hit of unintentional syncopation to the 
melodies. The other figure in the boat is playing the flute in a listless fashion. She 
appears very pale and wan, and I have to peer closely to he sure it is really Mamie Blue. 

Turning my lens southward, I find myself confronted by a huge building which 
seems faintly familiar. Why the Insane Asylum at Marion, of course! Adjusting the 
nozzle I can sec into a long corridor. A brisk woman doctor comes striding along, 
except that her hair is graying slightly she might well have been the Leola of old days.

Leola asks the visitors not to 
go too close to the next cell, and lowering her voice, murmurs, “Poor Dot Edmunds 
and Jean Armstrong tackled a problem that was so difficult that their minds gave 
way under the strain. They were trying to compute how a girl could divide her time 
successfully between dates, at the same time multiply her grades, and yet subtract only 
a minimum of her sleep. The answer constantly baffled them, and at last their minds 
crumpled under the disappointment.” Walking on, Leola says, “Here we have Audie 
Mann; she is an egocentric in the extreme. She is continually mulling over that book 
which she holds so tightly and asking why her surname is Mann.” Upon discovering 
that the book was the Spinster for 1927, we came to the conclusion that this book had 
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some connection with her insanity.” An ear-splitting shriek rends the air. In strangely 
familiar tones I catch the words, “Now I want to ask you to please pay your Tea Room 
bills; this is absolutely the last time I’m going to announce ...” The rest is drowned 
in a wail of despair. “That’s only Catherine Goodman,” Leola explains cheerfully. 

Perhaps I’d better change the scene lest it become too harrowing. Let 11s away to 
West Virginia. The town appears to be Huntington. Everywhere huge signs are 
in evidence. “The mountaineer woman for Mayor of Huntington. Vote for Mary 
Anne Hooper. Her platform has no loose boards—Prohibition, Good Roads. She 
treats you right! Vote for this little lady who’ll guard your home and hearth. It’s 
West Virginia.” But there seems to be a lot of excitement across the street. Here 
people are storming the doors of B. F. Keith’s. What’s on the hill today? “Mary Liz 
Cooke, the Ted Lewis of today. See her do the ‘Huntington Hop,’ the ‘West Virginia 
Wobble,’ and one hundred other original dance steps!” People are trampling on one 
another in their efforts to get in, and being rather tender-hearted, I’m going to shift 
the lens before some one gets hurt. 

Here’s a courthouse, so let’s take a peep inside. Upon the bench sits stern Judge 
Fcrebee. Evidently this is a domestic quarrels court, and the offenders are being pun¬ 
ished with unrelenting ferocity on the part of the judge. The case she is at the moment 
trying is a flagrant case of cruelty. A wife has struck her husband because of a few 
mud tracks he left in the parlor. The large blackened area around the vicinity of his 
eye is self-speaking evidence of the punishment he has undergone. “A month at hard 
labor” is the unanimous verdict, whereupon Judge Ferebee, recognizing in the culprit 
her former schoolmate, Billie Owen, lightens the sentence to a mere ten days in jail. 
So strongly is the sympathy on the side of the husband that the judge is very nearly 
mobbed by the indignant jurors. Here one of the police women displays heroism of 
the sort usually rewarded with a Carnegie medal. Leaping upon the judge’s bench, she 
keeps back the menacing crowd by the sheer eloquence of her talk. For a little less 
than forty-five minutes she holds them spellbound by her pleading, and at the end of 
that time there is not one of them but is willing to concede that justice has been done. 
Yes, it is Mary Hayes McDowell. 

With tears in my eyes, I again cause the Elucidator to deviate. At once I see a 
huge crowd assembled. Why, it is time for the big league baseball game to start! 
A tall, elegant figure arises from the grandstand. I recognize her as the famous society 
woman, Mrs. Vcre de Vere dc Vere (nee Elizabeth Hatcher). With a slight move¬ 
ment of her arm she gracefully tosses the ball that starts the biggest game of 1940. 
After a few palpitating moments, I hear cries of “Slip into third, Pat . . . ,” “that’s 
a boy . . . ,” “come on, Babe Pat, do your stuff,” and other equally plebeian remarks 
with which the public finds it necessary to encourage the athletes. The lady sitting 
next to Mrs. Vere de Vere de Vere seems somewhat troubled with an anemic looking 
girl who is obviously bored with the game. The lady complains that she just can’t 
make “Grade” take any interest in sports. The child threatens to be a great nuisance 
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at the game, but her mother vows she will discipline her. Finally, however, the child 
wins, and they leave before the fourth inning. I imagine that it is rather hard on Gay 

Sellars when “Grade” makes up her mind. 

This building that looms so menacingly can conceal naught but crime and vice. It 
is the Atlantic federal prison, and I believe I’ll take a look inside just to make sure 
that none of the Class of ’27 have wandered within its dark confines. Horrors! Can 
it really be ... ? (gripping myself together, I remembered that I must be gullible, 
I must be credulous—ah, that’s better!). The woman behind the bars is none other 
than Sarah Middleton. The bellicose attitude which she assumes is making it difficult 
for the kindly prison matron, Helen Henline, to push the food through the bars. Helen’s 
face wavers between wrath and sympathy until the impact of a biscuit against her cheek 
decides Jier in favor of the former mood. Sarah, apparently content with the damage 
she has wrought, chuckles fiendishly and sits down to her meal of beans and the other 
biscuit. The matron’s bruised and angry face interferes with Sarah’s digestion in no 
wise, nor does it move her to any signs of repentance. A hardened sinner, I m afraid ! 

I feel the need of something more cheerful; prisons are dreadfully depressing, don’t 
you think? By expert manipulation I can see right into the Metropolitan Opera 
H juse. Upon the stage is Newell Lacy in the role of Margarethe in Faust. In the 
famous death scene Newell inadvertently snags her robe upon a nail and unmistakably 
stumbles; the audience becomes a snickering mob, but Newell with remarkable presence 
of mind catches her cue and dies a beautiful death. A triumphant Newell! And who 
is that dark creature sneaking around in the wings? With a gasp I recognize Mephis- 
topholes himself—only it is really Frank Long. The turned up eyebrows are immensely 
becoming to our erstwhile president, and the horns add just that little touch of savoir 
faire, provocativeness and, er, deviltry so necessary for the role. She is irresistible as 
the evil doer. 

To my artistic ear there come sounds that are strangely at variance with the ex¬ 
quisite music of Faust. Ah, here 1 have located their source. In this theater there is 
a revue being put on by two old friends of mine. The Henkel Sisters in the Henkel - 
Pinkie Fevue. At the moment there is a vivid creature giving a performance of 
Carmen (before she smoked so many cigarettes and got anemic) as she comes into the 
wings she snatches off her black wig and stands revealed. (‘‘Be childlike, be childlike,” 
is my inner cry—“throw off this skepticism that threatens to destroy the scene before 
you”). The dancer is our blonde Fannie Higson. She almost stumbles over a harassed 
looking figure crouched by a scrub brush; this person is eagerly jotting down notes into 
a handsome leather notebook and seems oblivious to Fannie’s scrutiny. “Why, Anna 
Mary Blount!” she screams. Much that is said is lost in muffled exclamations as the 
two embrace. I think Anna Mary says she is trying to get an authentic story for the 
New York Times. She considers that the only way to be sure of a thing is to see for 
yourself. Her story is to be entitled, “The Trials and Tribulations of a Third Rate 
Chorus Girl.” This ought to make good reading if she handles the subject in her usual 
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inimicable way. In response to one of Fannie’s questions Anna Mary replies with emo¬ 
tion that Liz Owens is running a Tea Room on the site of the old Washington and 
Lec University. She appears touched at the sentiment which has caused Liz to devote 
her life to immortalizing with home cooking the spot made sweet hy many a tender 
memory. At this point my attention is drawn to two ladies behind scenes. They are 
engaged in the most heated discussion. Pat Pratt and Helen French, I’ll declare! Pat 
says that they must give the public what it wants—risque and trivial though it may 
be. Helen, however, is nobly holding forth against the thought of drowning her truly 
literary aspirations in the trash they have been forced to write. This team has become 
infamous up and down Broadway as the producers of the worst—or best—farces of the 
day. I predict a split soon unless Helen can be made to see the necessity of com¬ 
mercializing art. 

“Mademoiselle Nance’s Shoppe” reads the gilt lettering on this window. Truly the 
creations are ravishing, so let’s do a little shopping. Sitting in calm dignity, I see 
none other than Nancy McClure, who appears to be Mile. Nance. (The acute ac¬ 
cent gives such a tone to business projects!). Two very earnest women are endeavor¬ 
ing to bridge the gap created by Mademoiselle’s slight deficiency in the French language. 
They translate her unintelligible remarks to her exclusive patrons with the utmost of 
engaging naivite. Their broken English adds a great deal to the local color of the 
establishment. But an inadvertently dropped “My dear, you just don’t know” in an 
unmistakably American accent reveals to my penetrating eyes the well preserved person 
of Marion Bowen. I am grieved to state that Burr McCoy is the other imposter. To 
think of my three schoolmates deceiving Fifth Avenue in such a shameless fashion! 

After this disillusioning experience 1 am somewhat wary of exclusive shoppes. But 
what an attractive display in the window of this one! Cosmetics (ever dear to a 
woman’s heart) “Madame Godbold’s Greaselcss Cream. Try her assorted rouges 
which offer great variety to those of the more conventional reds, pinks and orange. 
Come in the following colors at five dollars a box: Boyish Blue, Maidenly Mauve, 
Youthful Yellow,” etc., etc., etc., ad rhapsodium. Evidently Helen is commercializing 
her training secured as chairman of make-up, and yet I find the thought of commer 
cializing the secrets she garnered from the Little Theater days a strangely repugnant 
one. Probably I’m just a sentimental old lady. 

A small Middle Western town comes into my focus. An enormous crowd is push¬ 
ing up to the doors of the Woman’s Club. Within I discern the figure of Margaret 
Winborne standing upon a platform. She appears to be president of a new league, the 
Woman’s Rountarian Club. She is obviously making a stirring speech. I catch snatches 
of it: “must have courage to set a new style in thinness—why overeat to the detri¬ 
ment of health just to conform to present mode of stylishly stout . . . Fashion? 
Who cares about fashion; why be a sickly fat person when you can enjoy health as a 
thin one?” Several women are moved to tears by her eloquence. Among those coming 
under this classification 1 recognize Veronica Marsteller, worn to a shadow of her 
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former self. She, it appears, has been one of the first to denounce the disgusting mode 
for plump figures, and lias courageously put theoiy into piactice. Iviicy Barber is 
pointed to as a shameful example of the number of pounds that can be acquired by in¬ 
discreet eating. She seems greatly embarrassed by her unusual avoirdupois. The pres¬ 
ident asks her to lose sixty pounds by the next day or hand in her Rountarian pin. This 
sentiment is warmly applauded as Lucy waddles dejectedly out of the room. My heart 
goes out to her in her misery! 

Can this be Blacksburg? I haven’t been there since 1 was a girl. Within the 
stately walls of German Club a merry scene is in progress. One of the chaperons 
catches my attention. Raptly bent forward, she is watching every move made by her 
twins. As these moves are both numerous and energetic, Ella Anderson is kept ex¬ 
tremely busy. The maternal interest on her face is lovely to behold. 

Another college scene, and this time it is in the K. A. House at Salem. Sarah 
Hackney is in her element as the jovial chaperon at a K. A. house party. She is busy 
telling the dear lads of the escapades of their fathers, all of whom she knew. She is 
getting all the attention from the boys, and is obviously enjoying the pique of the girls. 

Again a shift of my lens brings a gay scene before my eyes. An adoring audience 
is watching Dot Gilchrist win the match which gives her the Woman’s Tennis Singles 
Championship of the World. A remarkable innovation is being tried in the form of 
organized cheering at this game. Of course you have guessed rightly the cheer leader 
is Sarah Johnson. One of the cheers rises to my ears: 

Dot (iilly we are betting on, 

She still has pep a-plenty; 

At forty-odd her tennis game 
Is good as ’twas at twenty. 

But where is Tillie Barnes? Looking over the crowd, 1 at last discover her piquant 
face crowned with snow-white hair. Some early sorrow has done that, is my thought. 
With her is an unruly boy who is amusing himself hitting portly gentlemen with wads 
of paper. Til lie’s attention is torn between the game and the boy. All at once her 
patience gives way and she—(how can 1 maintain my credulity in the face of some 
things? For a moment the vision blurs, until with a superhuman effort I control my 
doubts). Tillie has undoubtedly chastised the child' severely. He nurses a smarting 
wrist, while Tillie, conscious of a maternal duty well done, smiles at the appreciative 
glances of her neighbors. 

Someone is certainly entertaining on a large scale. I’ve never seen so many cars 
in front of one house. Directing the nozzle, I can see the inside of a handsome home. 
At one table 1 make out the person of one, Buzzie Dechert, who is busily engrossed 
in conversation with the “dummy” at that table. Buzzie appears blissfully unaware 
of the irate glances of the other three players at the table who seem afflicted with the 
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disease of taking their bridge straight, with no mixture of conversational sallies. But 
what is Buzzie communicating? It’s Carolyn Jones’ newest book entitled, “How to 
Improve the Mind by Five Minutes a Day.” “Oh, dear, yes; a great saving over 
those antiquated books I was brought up on; it hardly seems possible that in my day we 
wasted fifteen minutes improving the same mind that today can be improved in five.

With a 
sudden gleam of inspiration she steps into the center of the table and gives twenty-five 
steps of the old Charleston. After her performance the original culprit is entirely at 
his ease. There are so many overturned cups now that he feels entirely at home. 
Henrietta smilingly congratulates Rose on her tact. 

Night life! Wham, wham of music; moaning of saxophones, exotic perfume, alco¬ 
hol, color. A fashionable night club. Against a wall stands the proprietor of the 
club, Troy Coleman. She graciously allows her patrons the privilege of calling her 

“Troy,” of smoking her free cigars, of screaming with mirth, and in short, she moves 

benignly in and out of the crowd helping to promote an atmosphere of congeniality. 
My attention is drawn to one of the merriest of the tables, where I find myself looking 
into the face of—(with an effort I shake off the clouds of skepticism which blur the 
picture)—yes, into the face of Alice Newton. Her flame and cerise evening gown is a 
trifle daring, but somehow she carries it off. As I watch her in animated conversation, 
her face suddenly becomes a frozen mask.

My 
son! With an effort I try to be credulous, to be gullible, but this is the last straw. 1 
do not, can not, will not believe my eyes! 

The lens before me are dissolving. They are disappearing. With a last regretful 
splutter they vanish utterly. The Elucidator is broken beyond repair. Never more 
can Elise elucidate. Here end my gullible travels!
